To Seed Dealers: 


The following information regarding the A. S. T. A. EUROPEAN SEED ASSORTMENT is as 
furnished to us by the National Garden Bureau, except that we have eliminated information which 
you will not need if you send your orders to us for handling. 


DEALER'S AID KIT. For 15¢ in stamps you may obtain from us a kit containing: 15 official 
order blanks, 1 counter display card, 1 press release to give to your local newspaper, and proofs 
of 2 suggested advertisements for use by you in your local paper. This kit is sold by the National 
Garden Bureau to us, and the price is their suggestion. 


The Plan 


1. A list of seeds recommended by the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture has been worked out (they 
are listed below), giving minimum quantities and germination standards. 


2. No complicated bookkeeping is involved. Your customer fills out the official order blank 
and pays cash. You deduct your commission of 75¢ per assortment and send the order to us with 
remittance attached. We take care of assembling and mailing. 


3. Countries to which these packages can be sent under existing postal regulations are as 
follows: 


Albania Finland* Italy Sweden* 
Austria France Luxembourg* Switzerland 
Belgium* Germany Netherlands* Turkey 
Bulgaria British Isles* Poland* Yugoslavia 
Czecho-Slovakia Greece Portugal 

Denmark* Hungary Rumania 


Countries followed by an asterisk (*), northern France and northern Germany are to receive 
the standard Northern Assortment which omits Squash and Tomato. Other countries are to receive 
the standard Southern Assortment which omits Brussels Sprouts. 


4. If delivery cannot be made to the addressee, the parcel will be delivered to the nearest 
Red Cross office. 


5. The suggested retail price of the Assortment is $3.95 cash, postpaid to individual addressee. 


6. If any person or organization wishes to send seed to European countries without speci- 
fying the addressee, you may accept orders for one or more Assortments to be delivered to the 
Church World Service, Inc., which will arrange for distribution where needed. In such cases we 
will deliver to the Church World Service, Inc., in New York, and prices for quantity lots will be as 
follows: 

25 to 99 Assortments................ $3.65 cash each 
100 or more Assortments............ 3.50 cash each 
(Less your commission) 
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7. Let the people in your community know about this. Use the local papers. There will be 
plenty of national publicity back of the plan, as the National Garden Bureau is sending press re- 
leases to all daily papers in the country. 


8. No changes can be made in the following assortment, as they will be assembled in large 
quantities in advance, ready to mail:
